iod, Joseph Piatt, civic affairs 
chairman, and Fred Lydy, lodge 
governor, announced today.

The parental phare of the 
campaign will invlove teaching 
"my child to save his own lile

hy learning seven rul^s of safe 
ty," as follows:

1. "Slay off the street, i My 
child will never have resperl for 
or /ear of automobiles if either 
of us stands, loiters, works, 
talks or plays in the street.)

2. "Walk on the LEFT SIDE, 
completely out of the street, 
when there are no sidewalks.

3. "Ride a bicycle, like an au­ 
tomobile, on the RIGHT side of 
the street.

4. "Ride bicycles single file

nml as far off the road as pos 
sihle.

5. "Let's keep bicycles off the 
sidewalks, (as a parent I am 
liable for damages in rase of 
injuries to a person by a bicycle 
on a sidewalk.)

6. "When my child is walk­ 
ing with me, I must take a little 
extra time to let him look both 
ways, around corners, and then 
TELL ME when it is safe to 
cross.  

7. "I must let my child's de-
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cision generally stand as final |fy the cars of those who pledge
to set the "foregoing seveneven if I know that several 

opportunities to cross safely 
have been overlooked."

Governor Lydy revealed that 
the second phase of the crusade 
will be the installing of bflmper 
strips on automobiles to idcnti-

exarnples of safety." The red. 
white and blue strips will ac 
claim "I'm Safety Training My 
Child."

Phase three of the crusade, 
according to Piatt, depending on 
the participation of interested

individuals, will involve setting 
up a car-stopping contest where­ 
in a $100 prize will be offered 
to anyone who can stop an au­ 
tomobile, traveling 35 miles per 
hour, within 50 feet. This part 
of the crusade is to point out 
that you can't stop a car on a 
dime."
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
